other to keep a m illionaire b iib er in 
oflico. 
Our dispatches have mentioned 
the touching, tearful incident of Sen a­ 
tor C la rk ’s resignation and the sym pa­ 
thy of the Senators. 
This is the story 
from the one end of the line and this 
dispatch from Montana tells the rest: 
The plot of the play, “ W h y Sm ith 


Left Home,” which 
gave Lieutenant 
Spriggs an opportunity to receive Sen ­ 
ator C lark's resignation and q u ick'y 
reappoint him, is both interesting and 
amusing. 
Credit for the trick is given 
to Tom H i n d s , one of C la rk ’s political 


engineers and to the Senator’s son, 
Charles W . C lark. 
Hinds was also the 
friend of Miles 
Finlen, one of 
the 
strongest anti-Clark men, and together 
they hail an interest in 
some mining 
property in Crass V alley. 
Finlen, 
before his 
departure 
for 
Europe, instructed Hinds to negotiate 
a deal for the sale of the property to a 
C alifornia company. 
Hm ds called on 
Governor Sm ith and stated that it was 
Fin le n ’s dc-dre that he attend to the 
legal end of the mining deed, further 
adding that there was a good, fat fee 
in u for him. 
In fact, Hinds proposed 
to pay all of the G overnor’s expenses 
to California, and he would accompany 
him personally and guarantee him a 
good time. 


Early iast week Lieutenant G overn­ 
or Spriggs 
announced that he was 
going to attend the 
Populist conven­ 
tion at Sioux Falls, and 
would 
be ab ­ 
sent from the State for at least ten 
days. 
Hinds urged Governor Sm ith to 
attend to a rain5 
deal in C alifornia 
at once, as probable purchasers wore 
becoming impatient. 
The Governor 
called Edwin Morris, President of last 
State Senate, to the G overnor’s ch air 
during the absence of Spriggs. Morris 
is an anti-Clark man, and Governor 
Sm ith lefr Butte early last week, ac­ 
companied by Hinds, his 
detination 
being Grass V alley, Cal. 


Spriggs had in the meantime left for 
Sioux kails, but a telegrrm apprised 
him of Governor S m ith ’s absence, and 
after attending the first days session 
of th»» Populist convention he hurried­ 
ly returned to Montana, and ousted 
Morris from the Gubernatorial chair. 
L. V . t .hirk, the Senator’s son, anti 
many old friends of W . A. C lark, ap­ 
peared on the scene at Helena, and 
handed the resignation of the Senator, 
which had been in the young m an’s 
possession to aw ait just such an oppor­ 
tunity. to Spriggs, which was accepted, 
and the re-appointment made.
